Under broad-leaved evergreens are classed all shrubs 
retaining their foliage during the winter months, 

For eity planting, in many instances, they have given 
better results than the coniferous evergreens. Many 
varieties of evergreens lend beauty, both with bloom 
and luxuriant evergreen foliage. Most of these broad- 
leaved sorts prefer shade. 


These evergreens may be used effeetively in a number 

of locations---as a background, in masses along found- 
ations, intermingled with blooming plants such as shrubs 
and perennials, or arranged in naturalistic treatments 
of shrubs and conifers. Only a few of these plants are 
ever affected by inseets or diseased with various 
blights. Those marked (*) thrive best in an acid soil 
in shady locations. Good treatment will produce the 
happiest results for you. It is well to plant these 
broad-leaved types in leaf-mold or peat, and once a year 
apply a small amount of Aluminum Sulphate. One pound is 
sufficient to treat five square feet.

The hardy perennial garden appeals very strongly to 
all garden and flower lovers. During the whole flow- 
ering season there is not a time during which some 

of them are not in bloom. They reappear year after 
year, blooming freely, and require very little at- 
tention and protection. 


Select hardy flowers to provide ea continuous bleon- 

ing season. The various coarse-leaved, tall-growing 
varieties should oceupy the background. The dwarf- 

growing varieties along the front edge of the broder 
or bed. The intermediate rows will take eare of the 
greater majority of perennials. These varieties are 
located so as to avoid color clashing and to produce

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 
All nursery stock needs careful handling. It must not 
be unnecessarily exposed to sun or drying winds before 
being planted. Keep the roots covered at all times 
with damp burlap sacks or something similar. After 
being planted the stock will need food and water. 

Cut off broken or bruised roots just above the 
Place of injury, with a sharp knife or pruning shears. 
Dig the hole large enough to reeeive the plant with- 
Out bending the roots. Deposit good top soil on one 
Side of hole and poor soil on opposite side. Then 
break up subsoil in bottom of hoie and mix with it a 
little top soil and some well-rotted manure or a comn- 
ereial plant food. 

Set your plants in the hole so that the top of 
the roots are not deeper than 2 inches in the ground, 
Refill the hole with good soil, but be sure that soil 
is worked around the roots carefully and tamped thor- 
oughly, this is very important. Plants then should be 
given a good soaking, afterwards, fill the balance of 
the hole with loose soil, leaving a pocket or basin 
around plants to cateh future water. Give plants 
thorough soaking once a week until thoroughly estab- 
lished. During the first growing season it is im- 
portant to keep the soil loose around the plants, if 
possible, every week or two.
